What is the greatest diameter of the 
earth? The form of the earth fs that 
of a flattened spheroid, greater In di- | 
ameter at the equator than at the 
poles, but this 1s modified by the ac: | 
eldents of its surface, so that the 
diameter varies according to the point 
at which it is measured, 

It might be expected that the diam. | 
eter would be greatest if measured 
from the top of the highest mountain, 
which is Mount Everest, in the Hima- | 
layas, but unfortunately the point at 
which the diamet@r would emerge on 
the other side of the world ts in tho 
Pacific ocean, where this is more than 
7,000 feet deep. | 

Professor L, Henkel of Schulpferda | 
says the greatest diameter of the earth | 
is that taken from the summit of. 
Mount Chimborazo, in Ecuador, 20,136 | 
feet above the sea level. This, he says, | 
emerges at the antipodes on a high 
point on the north coast of Sumatra. 
This diameter is 7,929.3 miles. 

As Chimborazo is almost on the equa- 
tor, its summit is that point on the 
earth's surface which is most distant, 
from the center. There weight !s 
feeblést and centrifugal force greatest. 

The earth’s smallest radius is that 
from the center to the north pole, but 
it is not certain that the line through 
the poles {s the smallest diameter, be- 
cause the south pole is on a high pla- 
teau. It might be found that a line a 
Nttle distant from the poles, which 
would emerge at_sea level at each end, 
would be even shorter than the polar 
diameter. Such a line would be found | 
from a point in the Arctic ocean be- | 
tween Spitzbergen and Greenland to a | 
point just off the coast of the Antarctic 
continent in the big bay overlooked by | 
Mount Erebus, in about 175 to 180 de- | 
grees east and 75 to 80 degrees south. | 
—New York World.

GOVERNED UNDER FRENCH, 


“Gt First Champlain Was Governor 


and Mayor and Everything, But 
Tater on the Intendant Took the 


Reins of Power and Administered 
Municipal Atairs — Many of the 
Ancient Ordinances Remain, 


The opening chap r of the story 
of municipal government in Canada, 
while particularly important now be- 
cause of the entire change that has 
taken place both in (he theory and 
the yractice of gover, ment, is exceed- 
ingly Interesting, for it presents a 
side of life seldom touched upon by 
the writers of popular history, and 
gives one an unusual view of the 
times of long rgo. 

Samuel de Champlain, the founder 
c° Quebec, and first real Governor of 
Canada, undertook the discharge of 
duties that would now be performed 
by the municipal authorities. He laid 
out streets and published ordinances 
for the good government of the city. 

_His successor, Montmagny, continued 
the work by laying out streets accord- 
ing to a plan, and | erected a pil- 
lery which served as ~ means of pun- 
ishment and a place for the publica- 
tion of proclamations and _ public 
notices. 

As time passed and the colony 
frew, something like municipal insti- 
tutions grew up, and their nature can 
best be indicated in brief form by an 
account of ths duties of the principal 
ofiicers, who carried on what may be 
called municipa government, 

At the head of the system was . 
high official appointed by the King 
of France, and knowi as (the Inten- 
dant. He ranked next to the Gover- 
nor, and with respect io some matters 
his commission was so general that 
he claimed powers equal to those of 
the Governor, an arrangement that 
often caused friction between the 
two officials. In his highest capacity 
the Intendant was an officer of the 
whole colony. He controlled all ex- 
penditure of money and be presided 
over the Sovereign Council. He also 
possessed the power of independent 
legislation as well as certain judicial 
power. 

“A great number of ordinances of 
Intendants,” writes the historian 
Parkman, “are preserved. They were 
usually read to the people at the door 
of churches after mass, or sometimes 
by the cure from his pulpit. They 
related to a great variety of subjects 
—regulation of inns and markets, 
poaching, preservation of game, sale 
of brandy, rent of pews, stray hogs, 
mad dogs, tithes, matrimonial quar- 
rels, fast driving, weights, value of 
coinage, trespass on land, building 
churches, observance of Sunday, pre- 
servation of timber. The Intendant 
Issued regulations to safeguard 
against fire, and others specifying in 
what manner houses were to be built. 
These are matters that to-day are re- 
gulated by municipal councils. 

Another official was the Syndic 
d@’Habitation. This official was well- 
known in France, where he represent- 
ed popular rights before the adminis- 
trative .ribunals. Records show that 
such Syndics were elested in Quebec, 
Three Rivers, and Montreal, where 
they were entrusted with cortain lo- 
cal authority and represented the 
community in its dealings with the 
Government. This did * ot please the 
King’s Colonia! Minisier, Colbert, 
who instructed Frontenac to gradual- 
ly suppress th. office. 

At Montreal, the office seems to 
have been one of importance. There 
the Syndic administered the affairs of 
the town, subject, however, to the 
approval of the local judge and the 
Procureur Fiscal. The Montreal Sy.- 
dic also levied (axes for the support 
of the garrison, 

Another high m‘nicipal official of 
the old Regime was the Grand Voyer, 


“an officer,” says var’man, “charged | 


with the superintendence of high- 
ways.” If the Grand Voyer reported 
that a new road was wanted or that 
an old one needed mending, an ordin- 
ance of the Intendant set the whole 
neighborhood at work upon it direct- 
ed by the captain of the militia of 
the neighborbood. The Grand Voyer 
was the road surveycr, and all roai- 
work was done under his supervision. 

The Captain of Militia, a constable 
and local head of the men available 
for fighting, was also deputy of the 
Grand Voyer. The ca: tain personally 
directed the roadwork of his locality, 
and saw that each parishioner per- 
formed bis due share, which was de- 
termined by the extent of his farm, 
The Grand Voyer decided upon the 
extent of the work, aod be also laid 
out streets in towns and villages, and 
inspected buildings in. order to see 
that they were safe. 
Grand Voyer existed long after the 
colony had passed to the British 
crown; and in the years 1777, 1778 
and 1796 the law respecting work up- 
op the roads referred certain duties 
to an officer styled the Grand Voyer, 
and the name was in use many years 
later. 

In those olden times the seigniors, 
under a system of customs called 
“corvee,” had the right to call upon 
the tenants to perform a certain am- 
ount of labor for the maintenance of 
the roads and bridges. The system 
took deep root, and it received the 
sanction of the first Parliament of

Lower Canada, the purpose being to . 
secure suffieient labor to make pos- | 


sible the improvement of the high- 
ways. This act was not repealed un- 
til 1854, in a modified form the prin- 
ciple was continued in Lower Canada, 
mow Quebec, and in fact, throughout 
other provinces, for road-tax continu- 
ed to be ‘‘worked out’; that is, in- 
stead of paying it in money the farm- 
ers contributed labor—a system that 
fs now being abandoned by progres- 
sive communities desirous of improv- 
ing their highways,

SONG OF THE CARROT. 


Where Is the Poet Who Will Glorify 
This Neglected Vegetable? 

Why does no poet arise to sing the 
song of the carrot, the hardest worked 
vegetable in the kingdom?

What Has Happened In an Impc nt 
Industry—Is the Product C chy 
er to the Farmer : 

In a recent issue the “Financial 


t” says: "There is no business of 


@ manufacturing character that has 


had more ups and downs than that 
of manufacturing binder twine, One 


of the factories, perhaps the only one 


in Canada, to make both ends meet 
is the Brantford Cordage Company, 
It is only after very strenuous efforts 
that this industry has beerf*kept to- 
gether aid those who pay money into 
it have not as yet seen returns on 
their investment that could be called 
satisfactory, At the present time the 
company is doing fairly well, This 
by no means is an indication that the 
binder twine manufacturing business 
is one that offers much hope for the 
employment of new capital, The 
Brantford Cordage Company has the 
distinction of being the survivor out 
of many who started and have since 
disappeared.” 

There is one other big firm in Can- 
ada, located in Welland, Ont, It is a 
United States concern and no state- 
ment of their affairs is available, — It 


an important part of their output, 
and it has been stated on the best 
of authority that the factor that de- 
termined the location of a plant in 
Welland some ten years ago was the 
impression that prevailed at that time 
that the Canadian Government would 
not long keep binder twine on the 
free list. Knowing the inside of the 
binder twine industry as the directors 
of this big firm do, they realized how 
difficult it would be for a Canadian 
mill to operate successfully under free 
trade conditions, and belleving that it 
was inevitable that twine would be 
made dutiable they came-to Canada 
so as to be in a good position to com- 
pete for the Canadian trade when the 
duty was put back. While their ex- 
pectations of the renewal of the duty 
have not been realized, their judgment 
as to the decline in the industry in 
Canada under free trade conditions 
has been only too fully confirmed.

wire, pipe, corrugated sheets, bars, 
plates, structural steel, bolts, nuts, 
rivets, rails and spikes, fire brick, pig
